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Principals or by the Grand Superintendent of 
the l4ovince or District, or by some Grand 
Officer or Installed First Principal appointed to 
perform that duty by the First Grand Principal 
or by the Grand Superintendent of the Province 
or District. 

52. No Chapter, except while acting under a chapters 
Provisional (3iarter, in the case of Chapters ^hout"a * 
abroad, can meet without a Charter from the charter. 
Supreme Grand Chapter of England, which is

54. According to ancient custom, a complete Officers an 
Chapter of this order of Free-masonry consists J*c£5Sct.^ 
of the Three Principals, who, when in Chapter 
assembled, are to be considered conjointly as 

the Master, and each severally as a Master, 
Two Scribes, Principal Sojourner, Two Assistant 
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Sojourners, and other Companions, making up 
the number of seventy-two as a Council ; and 
no regular Chapter can consist of more; but 
any number may be exalted and received as 
Companions, though they are not to hold the 
staff of Office, or be considered as Counsellors, 
when more than seventy-two are present. 

Election of 55. The above-named Officers, together with 
Offlceri. the Treasurer, are to be elected annually. 

A Director of Ceremonies, Organist, and 

Steward may also be elected. 

Qualification 66. No Companion of any subordinate Chapter 
for Election, gj^^ll be eligible to be elected to a Principal's 
Chair, who is not at the time of such election 
the actual Master or Past Master of a Craft 
Lodge under the English Constitution, nor 
until he shall have served the Office of Scribe, 
Sojourner or Assistant Sojourner of a private 
Chapter for a year.
